Rebecca Ammerman qualifies for Boston Marathon 


Many readers of The Falmouth 
Outlook may have noticed a woman 
running through town a couple times 
a week for the last ten years. Her 
name is Rebecca Ammerman. She 
took up running for some of the same 
reasons that others might - to get in 
better physical shape, improve her 
overall health, but also because some¬ 
one told her she would never be a 
runner. 

During her first years running she 
talked to others in the sport and it was 
then that she first heard of the Boston 
Marathon. What she heard was that it 
was a race for elite runners and not 
just anybody could sign up and run it, 
you had to qualify - meaning you had 
to run a marathon (26.2 miles) in a set 


time determined for your age and 
gender in order to get in. The time 
Rebecca needed to qualify was 3:45 
(three hours, 45 minutes). She ran her 
first marathon in 5:17 (five hours, 
seventeen minutes) and by 2009 had 
cut that down to 4:04 (four hours, 
four minutes). It was then that she 
decided she wanted to make the 
seemingly impossible dream of quali¬ 
fying for Boston a reality. 

Rebecca somehow found the time 
to increase her running and training 
all the while still juggling the rigors 
of raising a teenage son and working 
a full time job 45 minutes from home.

Although the 
Kentucky House 
of Representatives 
considers a wide 
variety of bills 
during any given 
week of a legisla¬ 
tive session, there 
are times when 
broad themes 
emerge. We had 
three last week, 
and they affected our universities, 
our farmers and our legal system. 

For our universities, the high¬ 
light came on Thursday, when 
Governor Beshear signed the ses¬ 
sions first bill into law. It gives 
many of our four-year public 
universities the ability to spend 
$363 million of their own money 
to build 11 projects, which are 
expected to support about 5,000 
construction jobs. This will not 
use any new state tax dollars or 
cause tuition to rise. 

Most of the money will be 
used by the University of Ken¬ 
tucky, which will now spend 
$110 million to upgrade Com¬ 
monwealth Stadium and $100 
million for a new science build¬ 
ing. Two-thirds of the cost for 
that building will come from the 
school’s athletics department, the 
first time in Kentucky that athlet¬ 
ics revenue has supported aca¬ 
demics. 

On Tuesday, I was proud to 
take part in a Capitol Rotunda 
ceremony that unveiled a new 
five-year plan for agriculture. It 
notes both the successes farming 
has seen in recent years and the 
challenges the profession faces 
down the road. A copy can be 
found online at www.kyagcoun- 
cil.org. 

On the positive side, sales last 
year approached a record $5 bil¬ 
lion, and there were 10 different 
commodities that brought in at 


least $100 million, including 
poultry, tobacco, corn, hay and 
hogs. The “Kentucky Proud” pro¬ 
gram has also been a phenomenal 
success as well. 

Some of the challenges were 
seeing include declining tobacco 
settlement payments — half of 
which the General Assembly 
began dedicating to agriculture in 
2000 — and the end next year of 
direct payments from the tobac¬ 
co-buyout program. 

In the years ahead, the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly will be working to 
implement some of the plan’s 
proposals. Those range from 
bringing in more young adults 
into farming; exploring new or 
expanded markets; and educating 
the public about all that agricul¬ 
ture provides, both for the table 
and economically as well. 

With that in mind, I was 
proud to sponsor a resolution 
that the House adopted on 
Wednesday recognizing Feb. 
17-23 as Food Checkout Week. 
We are fortunate because no 
other country spends a smaller 
percentage of its income on food 
than we do in the United States. 

Another piece of farm-related 
legislation that I sponsored also 
cleared the House last week and 
now heads to the Senate. House 
Bill 141 would establish a new 
income tax credit that farmers 
could use if they donate products 
to charitable food banks. It 
would give them another incen¬ 
tive to donate surplus or unmar¬ 
ketable food they may have. 

The third main theme from 
last week centered on the state’s 
legal system. The bills we passed 
would do such things as: 

• Extend domestic violence 
orders to victims in dating situa¬ 
tions. Most states already offer 
this, but in Kentucky, DVOs are 
limited to those who are married 


to or live with their abuser or 
share a child with that person. 

• Give voters the opportunity 
to automatically restore voting 
rights to most felons after they 
have served their full sentence. 
Kentucky is one of only several 
states not to do this. If this bill 
passes and voters approve this 
constitutional amendment next 
year, it would not apply to those 
convicted of murder, sexual 
crimes, bribery in an election or 
treason. 

• Take DNA samples from 
those arrested on a felony charge. 
These samples would go into 
criminal databases and make it 
easier to prove innocence or guilt 
and to crack unsolved cases. 
About half of the states have 
similar laws on the books. 

This week, the House is 
expected to vote on legislation 
dealing with school safety, our 
public pensions and possibly 
redistricting. The House Agricul¬ 
ture and Small Business Commit¬ 
tee, which I chair, is scheduled to 
have a hearing on industrial hemp 
on Wednesday this week, mean¬ 
while. 

It promises to be a busy time, 
which is why it is more important 
than ever that I hear from you on 
the issues of the day. You can 
always write to me at Room 
332B, Capitol Annex, 702 Capi¬ 
tol Avenue, Frankfort, KY 40601.

“RABBIT” 


Nicknames in our society are 
really a thing of the past. This 
concept was not so in the Fall and 
Spring of 1961-62. 

Pendleton High had begun its 
third year as a new school. Bas¬ 
ketball and spring baseball were 
the only sports that existed. 
Therefore, much community 
interest and support was given. 
The attendance at basketball 
games exceeded very easily those 
of today. Bleachers were packed, 
chairs were organized on each 
end of the court, and there were 
even many who found niches, 
and stood for the entire game. 

The 1961-62 team was a very 
strong team (27-4 record). The 
team was rated among the top 15 
in the state that year. The varsity 
consisted of: Tommy Browning, 
Phillip Sharp, Johnny Griffin, 
John Brown, Marvin Sullivan, 
J.W.Wright and Ralph Klaber. 

Much difference in student 
life existed. On away games the 
players wore matching blazers 
with ties. We walked in the host 
gymnasium in an orderly line. 
No head sets and cell phones 
existed. We were expected to 
represent our school well. After 
each game, our coach gave each 
player, cheerleader, and manager 
$.50 to purchase a snack at one of 
the local restaurants. The next 
year, 1963 we got a raise of $ 1.00. 

The varsity cheerleaders 
attended the away games and 
rode the players’ bus. They sat as 
a group on the front right hand 
side. The cheerleading sponsor 
sat behind the girls. No “hanky- 
panky” was permitted. 

Our coach, that year, was Mr. 
Dwight Wolfe. Mr. Wolfe was a 
perfectionist in both his appear¬ 
ance and his coaching talents. I 
have always thought that Mr. 
Wolfe’s weakness might have 
been his attempt for perfection. 
He had his plays designed so well, 
that by the end of the year, with 
filming and scouting just begin¬ 


ning, other smart coaches studied 
the plays, and were able to plan 
an appropriate defense. Mr. Wolf 
also had a temper. When he got 
mad, a player kept quiet and 
obeyed! 

Mr. Wolfe expected a player 
to stay in shape, and on game 
night, he directed that we have an 
appropriate menu: roast beef, 
boiled or baked potato, a green 
vegetable, or salad, with light 
servings. This menu business was 
the source of my dilemma. 

One of our regular season 
games was against a strong, rival 
Harrison County. Harrison was 
even rated higher in the state than 
we were that year. 

The afternoon of game night 
Dad had gone hunting and killed 
a nice young rabbit for supper. 
My stepmother had fried the rab¬ 
bit, made mashed potatoes and 
gravy with hot biscuits. 

At that time, I knew, accord¬ 
ing to coach that this was not the 
perfect athletic meal, but you 
have to realize that we were lucky 
to have rabbit. Our meal cus¬ 
tomarily consisted of beans, pota¬ 
toes, and cornbread - no meat. 

Everything was fine until 
game time. At warm up my 
stomach was in pain and I felt 
like a fire existed there. I know 
now that the pain was caused by 
nervousness. 

If anyone is familiar with the 
movie, Hoosiers, you can picture 
the scene. Many strong fans felt 
they needed to be in the dressing 
room. I can picture them now: 
Dr. Townsend, our local doctor, 
Maurice Mulloy, a very vocal 
school board member, Mr. John 
L. Griffin, our great supporter 
and our score keeper for many 
years, were there among many 
others. 

Mr. Wolfe thought I might 
have appendicitis. Mr. Mulloy, in 
a very loud manner, looked at Dr. 
Townsend, and said, “Hell Doc, 
he’s just got some trapped gas; 


stretch him across a bench and 
press him, he will release it and he 
will be okay.” Other comments 
were made but the pain contin¬ 
ued. I was not able to start the 
game. 

At half-time when our team 
went to the dressing room, the 
score was tied. I had begun to 
feel a little better. Mr. Wolfe 
looked at me and asked if I felt 
like going in the game. I said yes. 
Before we left the room for the 
second half, Mr. Wolfe looked at 
me and asked, “Marvin what did 
you have for supper?” 

I sheepishly replied, “Fried 
rabbit." 

His temper flared and his 
voice rose high and he yelled, 
“What! That G-D greasy rabbit!” 
The entire team felt like laugh¬ 
ing, but knew better. 

We went on with the second 
half; first Harrison with the lead, 
and then Pendleton. The good 
performance of the team was not 
because of my efforts. 

With 16 seconds left on the 
clock, I had the ball with the 
score tied at 66. I was fouled and 
I went to the line with a one plus 
one bonus. I nervously looked at 
the basket and let her fly. The 
ball hit the back board, bounced 
on the front of the rim, and 
started rolling around the rim. 
Luckily the ball rolled in the bas¬ 
ket! The score was now 67-66. 
For the second shot, I aimed and 
fired. This time I was not so 
lucky. 

Harrison got the ball, came 
down the floor, and fired. Our 
hearts sank, but the shooter 
missed. Pendleton had won 
67 - 66 . 

The team members laughed 
and celebrated! I then acquired a 
new name, “Rabbit.” Even today 
some of the ol’timers call me 
“Rabbit.”

We are half-way 
through the 
30-day session and 
many of our prior¬ 
ity bills have made 
their way to the 
House to await 
action there. 

This week, the 
Senate passed 
House Bill 7, a bill authorizing 
university bonding projects. Uni¬ 
versities will use their own bonds 
at no cost to Kentucky’s General 
Fund to renovate or build 11 
critically-needed buildings. 
Northern Kentucky University, 
for example, has laid out a plan 
for the renovation and expansion 
of the Albright Health Center 
and a residence hall. The univer¬ 
sities must use their own funds to 
operate these buildings once 
they’re built. The Senate also 
added language that these proj¬ 
ects could not be subsidized with 
tuition increases. 

On Thursday, the Senate 
passed the bill that I sponsored, 
Senate Bill 6, in response to the 
overwhelming number of deaths 
resulting from heroin overdoses 
in Kentucky. The bill amends 
current law to state clearly that an 
overdose death from a Schedule I 



drug is a foreseeable event. 
Schedule I drugs are by definition 
highly addictive and have no 
legitimate medical use. SB 6 
applies criminal homicide liabili¬ 
ty to any individual in the chain 
of possession of those drugs relat¬ 
ed to the overdose death of the 
user. It also states that the illegal 
trafficking of these types of drugs 
is, by itself, sufficient to support a 
charge of criminal homicide in an 
overdose death. This allows 
authorities to bring these charges 
against anyone who supplied the 
lethal does, regardless of their 
position in the supply chain. 

Senate Bill 39 and Senate Bill 
40 both passed the Senate. SB 39 
states that any expansion of Med¬ 
icaid eligibility under Obamacare 
must be approved by the General 
Assembly. Similarly, SB 40 directs 
that the General Assembly must 
approve any state-run health ben¬ 
efit exchanges under the same 
federal act. I believe that policies 
that have such state-wide impact 
and are attached to such great 
costs should simply not be decid¬ 
ed by one individual, the Gover¬ 
nor, without the benefit of open, 
transparent debate and contrary 
to the open democratic process 
designed by our forefathers to 


maintain the checks and balances 
between the three co-equal 
branches of government. In this 
case, the Executive Branch of 
government has overstepped its 
bounds and intruded upon the 
purview of the Legislative Branch. 
The job of making laws and poli¬ 
cy belongs to the Legislative 
Branch, not the Executive Branch 
that is charged with carrying out 
those laws and policies. 

The Senate also passed Senate 
Bill 109 which allows high-school 
students who are taking Advanced 
Placement or similar certified col¬ 
lege credit classes to access their 
KEES funds early in order to pay 
for these college credit courses 
while still in high school. Senate 
Bill 97 allows local school dis¬ 
tricts to decide whether or not to 
allow students to drop out before 
age 18.

Citizens for the Legalization of Urban Chicken Keeping 


Dear Editor, 

To All Falmouth Residents: 

In a time of progress and 
change for our nation, it has 
never been more important to 
know that you can be self-sus¬ 
taining and care for your family 
when needed. News of E.coli and 
listeria on food and tainted meat 
in our countries groceries makes 
for scary times. Being able to, 
without a doubt, know exactly 
what is in the food you are eating 
is becoming increasingly difficult. 
Backyard chicken keeping is an 
answer for many. Backyard chick¬ 
ens allow for fresh, extremely 
local food production on a small, 
manageable scale. Our small agri¬ 
cultural city currently has an 
ordinance that disallows the 
keeping of domestic fowl unless 
they produce food, income, or 
kept as pets. At the present time 
our council is working to further 
restrict this by removing these 
stipulations. The reasons cited for 
banning these animals from with¬ 
in city limits are unfounded. 
They pose no greater health risk 
than cats and are not anywhere 
near the noise disturbance of 
dogs. Responsible pet ownership 
makes urban chickens not only 
efficient food producers, but sen¬ 
sible animals to allow within the 
city limits of Falmouth. 

Five benefits that backyard 
chickens can provide that you may 
not know: 

• A progressive community 
attitude: Falmouth can help lead

Remembering William and Susan Munday of Pendleton County 


In the hidden valleys of Ken¬ 
tucky are many unmarked graves 
with the stories of their owners 
lost to history Such it is with the 
friends and relatives of William 
Munday who share a cemetery of 
jumbled field stones. Munday's 
is the only grave marked by a 
headstone inscripted with "Win. 
Munday Co. D., 100 U.S. C. 
Inf." Army records list him as 
William Munday Company D., 
100 United States Colored 
Infantry. 

Possibly an ex-slave turned 
farmer born in Pendleton Coun¬ 
ty Munday enlisted for three 
years in the U.S. C. Inf. on May 
23, 1864 by a Captain Berry at 
Covington. His first appearance 
is at the age of 20 in June of 
1864 as a private on the Muster 
and Descriptive Roll of a detach¬ 
ment of U.S. Colored Recruits 
commanded by a Captain 


Mussey at Nashville, Tennessee. 
He then appears on the records 
of Co. D, 100 Reg't U.S. Col'd 
Inf. in Nashville, Tennessee from 
September 1864 to December 
1865. 

Civil War information on the 
100 U.S. Colored Infantry was 
that they had engaged the enemy 
on September 3rd, 1864 at Mur¬ 
freesboro, Tennessee. Murfrees¬ 
boro is located about 30 miles 
southeast of Nashville and there 
is no definite way of knowing if 
William Munday was involved 
in this fight. This was the loca¬ 
tion of numerous battles and 
skirmishes, the most important 
of which occurred from Dec. 31, 
1862 to Jan. 2, 1863. Informa¬ 
tion shows that in one battle 
alone the Union had 1,533 
killed, 7,245 wounded and 
2,800 missing. The Confederate 
losses were 14,500 killed, 


wounded or missing. In Decem¬ 
ber 1864, battles occurred on the 
5th through the 8th, and again 
on the 15 th and the 24th. Dur¬ 
ing this same time period, a 
series of battles were being 
fought at Nashville. Considering 
that Munday was in this area it's 
very likely he was in the midst of 
the battles. 

Later records read that Mun¬ 
day stated that in the line of duty 
at Nashville, Tennessee on or 
about the 15th of January, 1865, 
he had his right foot frozen caus¬ 
ing the flesh to rot under the 
toes, that he received a bayonet 
wound in his left leg in the fight 
at Nashville and that he con¬ 
tracted lung infection of the 
right lung and was badly afflict¬ 
ed. He stated that he was never 
treated in any hospital while in 
the service.

day appeared before the Pendle¬ 
ton County Court on August 
20th, 1887 and applied for an 
Invalid Pension. At the time he 
was supposedly one half disabled 
from his injuries. It is assumed 
that he was denied since records 
show a second appeal. On May 
21st, 1891, he again submitted 
for Invalid Pension under the 
Act of June 27, 1890. Now at the 
age of 48 he made the claim of 
being two thirds unable to earn 
his support through manual 
labor due to his injuries and that 
of rheumatism and general ail¬ 
ments. 

Affidavits given in support of 
Munday's request for his pension 
were given to support his claims 
as to his good health upon entry 
into the service and as to his 
injuries while in service. One 
was that of Peter Euwell of Cyn- 
thiana who was a member of the 
same company as Munday. 

Euwell gave statement to 
being nearby when Munday 
received the wound in his left leg 
from a bayonet. He also saw 
Munday in January when his feet 
were frozen and remembered his 
complaint of misery in his chest 
and his coughing violently. He 
witnessed to Munday's having 
been an able-bodied man prior 
to his duty in the Civil War. 

Another affadavit on Mun¬ 
day's behalf was from another 
soldier of his company, Aaron 
Bradford of Falmouth. His state¬ 
ment supported that of Peter 
Euwell. 

William Munday, though a 
single man during his years of 
service, did marry Susan Ramey 
on August 11, 1886 and she sur¬ 
vived his passing on August 12, 
1899. The couple were married 
by Rev. John Henderson at Fal¬ 
mouth. No children were born 
to their union. 



The headstone above marks the resting place of William Munday, 
Co. D., 100 U.S. C. Inf., a Civil War veteran. His resting place is out 
Hayes Station Road up in what is known locally as Crowes Holler. It 
is supposed that his wife, Susan, rests beside it, but no stone marks her 
grave or any of the others in the cemetery there. 


After his death, Susan filed a 
Widow's Pension. Susan stated 
that her husband died of apo¬ 
plexy, paralysis and general 
debilitation. Supposedly the 
Mundays owned no real or per¬ 
sonal property except for a few 
household goods or furnishings 
worth approximately fifteen to 
twenty dollars. 

Ms. Munday was left desti¬ 
tute and without means of sup¬ 
port except for her own manual 
labor. Her rent was stated as $4 a 
month and she was granted a 
pension of $8 a month. 

No specific date is given for 
Susan Ramey Munday's death. 
However, she was removed from 
the pension roll on April 20, 


1901 because of death. There is 
no stone to mark her grave. It is 
believed that the shallow depres¬ 
sion in the ground near the 
headstone of William Munday is 
where she rests. 

Together with other quiet 
souls, the Mundays rest peace¬ 
fully in their hidden Kentucky 
valley in Pendleton County with 
the small creek running through 
it. To the best of what is known 
to those of us left behind, this is 
their story.

Help is on the way for Ken¬ 
tucky college students interested 
in transferring their credits or 
associate degree to a four-year 
university. On Wednesday, March 
6, from 10 a.m. to 10 p.m. EST, 
the state’s colleges and universities 
will host “Transfer Madness,” the 
first entirely online, statewide 
transfer fair where students can 
chat online with transfer advisors, 
search for scholarships, download 
materials and get questions 
answered.

Lt. Governor Jerry Abramson 
made the announcement this 
morning at a news conference at 
the Capitol. He was joined by 
Bob King, president of the Coun¬ 
cil on Postsecondary Education 
(CPE), Dr. Jay Box, chancellor of 
the Kentucky Community and 
Technical College System 
(KCTCS), as well as several trans¬ 
fer students, who spoke on the 
importance of transfer to their 
educational and career goals. Leg¬ 
islators and representatives from 
the 25 participating universities 
and KCTCS also attended. 

“I applaud our education part¬ 
ners for helping promote aware¬ 
ness about the seamless transition 
from high school to community 
and technical colleges to our four- 
year institutions,” said Lt. Gov. 
Abramson. 

“The best way to improve the 
quality of Kentucky’s workforce 
and give our companies strong 
employees is through a top-notch 
education system that aggressively 
promotes a college-going culture 
that has no barriers in credit 
transfers.” 

Organizers hope the conve¬ 
nience of an online transfer fair 
will boost student participation 
since students can access the event 
from the comfort of their home 
and at a time that suits their fam¬ 


ily and work schedules. 

“We are excited to bring 
together colleges and universities 
with our education partners to 
smooth the transfer process for 
students,” said King. “Transfer 
Madness supports the state’s 
Stronger by Degrees strategic plan 
as well as House Bill 160, both of 
which call for improving the qual¬ 
ity of Kentucky’s workforce by 
increasing the number of Ken¬ 
tuckians who earn a bachelor’s 
degree. Starting at KCTCS is a 
great way to help achieve that 
goal,” added King. 

“One of the key success factors 
in the transfer game is connecting 
with and developing a relation¬ 
ship with four-year institutions 
prior to attendance. That is why 
this Transfer Madness event is so 
important... .and a real slam dunk 
for everyone involved,” said 
KCTCS’s Dr. Box. 

High school students who 
plan to begin their educational 
journey at a community college 
should also plan to attend. 

One of the student speakers 
was Rachel Trivette who got her 
start at Bluegrass Community and 
Technical College (BCTC) and 
transferred to the University of 
Kentucky where she is now major¬ 
ing in integrated strategic com¬ 
munications. 

“I always knew I wanted to go 
to UK; I just took a different 
path. My path took me to BCTC 
where I had amazing professors 
and advisors, and my experience 
helped prepare me for success at 
the University of Kentucky,” said 
Trivette. 

“I will be so proud to be a 
graduate of both of these schools 
that have helped make my dreams 
come true,” she added.

Agency bonds bill for university projects signed 


Eleven major construction 
projects at six state universities, 
including dormitory renovations, 
new student centers, and athletic 
facility improvements will soon 
be underway thanks to the quick 
passage of a bill that allows the 
schools to issue bonds for project 
financing - all at no cost to Ken¬ 
tucky taxpayers. 

Gov. Steve Beshear, joined by 
a bipartisan group of legislative 
leaders and state university presi¬ 
dents, signed House Bill 7 into 
law today. The law authorizes 
$363.3 million in agency bonds 
by Kentucky’s public universities 
for campus improvements sup¬ 
ported by university revenues, 
according to a news release from 
the governor's office. 

The bonds will have an esti¬ 
mated economic impact of nearly 
$623 million and will support 
3,110 jobs. Each university will 
issue the bonds over the coming 
months. 

“Because of our universities’ 
continued good stewardship dur¬ 
ing tough financial times, 
approving the use of agency 
bonds makes good sense for our 
schools and for our taxpayers,” 
Beshear said in a statement. “The 
bonds will meet the growing 
needs of our universities with no 
impact on the General Fund, as 
they will be paid for through 
existing revenue streams such as 
student fees and athletic reve¬ 
nues. Our students need ade¬ 
quate classrooms, housing and 
facilities, and the issuance of 
these bonds will accelerate those 
projects.” 

General Fund support for the 
universities has been cut 15 per¬ 
cent over the last three biennial 
budgets. Universities need the 
authority to utilize other reve¬ 
nues to maximize student oppor¬ 
tunities, including needed facili¬ 
ties that may be built or improved 
without general fund revenues 
from the state. Many of projects 
were proposed in the last legisla¬ 
tive session but were not autho¬ 
rized. No new fees are proposed 
to support the bonds for the 
projects. 

"House Bill 7 is a wonderful 


example of how bipartisan gov¬ 
erning should work. The bill is a 
result of consensus and will ben¬ 
efit both higher education and 
taxpayers,” Senate President Rob¬ 
ert Stivers said. 

“House Bill 7 shows what can 
happen when we all come togeth¬ 
er to move Kentucky forward,” 
House Speaker Greg Stumbo 
said. “These projects will go a 
long way to modernizing our 
public universities, and I want to 
thank Gov. Beshear and the col¬ 
lege presidents for their work in 
helping to make this possible.” 

Beshear joined lawmakers and 
university presidents last month 
to show united support for the 
bill. Kentucky’s eight university 
presidents noted that accelerating 
these long-delayed projects will 
save money in construction costs 
and avoid additional cost bur¬ 
dens for students. Each school 
enjoys strong bond ratings, and 
the schools will be able to guar¬ 
antee the bonds through existing 
revenue streams at a reasonable 
cost. 

Eleven construction projects 
at six institutions will be financed 
by agency bonds. Several projects 
will address outdated or inade¬ 
quate student housing; others 
will improve existing classroom 
spaces. University presidents said 
these projects will provide a safer 
experience for students and fac¬ 
ulty, improve campus quality of 
life, and avoid additional cost 
burdens for students. 

The University of Kentucky 
plans to issue bonds for three 
separate projects, and will utilize 
athletic revenues to help pay for 
construction of an academic 
building, which is a first for a 
Kentucky university. Athletics 
will fund $65 million of a $100 
million, 263,000-square-foot 
Academic Science Building, 
where Donovan Residence Hall 
currently sits. The current Chem¬ 
istry-Physics Building is the sec¬ 
ond most used facility on cam¬ 
pus, but is not equipped with 
modern or technology-rich class¬ 
room and laboratory space. Pri¬ 
vate fund-raising efforts also will 
be utilized. 


“With their strong show of 
faith in the creative approach we 
are taking to funding our future, 
Governor Beshear and our legis¬ 
lature have signaled support not 
only for three building projects, 
but for the University of Ken¬ 
tucky’s pivotal role in helping 
create a brighter tomorrow for 
our Commonwealth,” UK Presi¬ 
dent Eli Capilouto said in a state¬ 
ment. “We will honor their sup¬ 
port by using this investment to 
earn our way forward so that we 
educate even more of tomorrow’s 
leaders and extend groundbreak¬ 
ing discoveries in ways that 
enhance communities across 
Kentucky.” 

Each of these projects is 
already in some form of planning 
by the universities, and some 
have initiated design work. Con¬ 
struction for most projects will 
begin this calendar year. 

The projects to be supported 
by agency bonds include: 

• Morehead State University 
- Mignon Hall (residence hall) 
renovation, $9.2 million. 

• Murray State University - 
Hester College dormitory reno¬ 
vation, $9.9 million, College 
Courts housing sprinkler system 
upgrade, $590,000, Capitol 
renewal projects (assorted facility 
improvements), $4.9 million. 

• Northern Kentucky Univer¬ 
sity - Residence hall acquisition 
and renovation, $12 million, 
Albright Health Center renova¬ 
tion, $45 million. 

• University of Kentucky - 
Gatton College of Business and 
Economics renovation, $40 mil¬ 
lion (plus $25 million in cash 
raised by UK through private 
philanthropy), Commonwealth 
Stadium and Nutter Training 
Center renovation, $110 million, 
Academic Science Building con¬ 
struction, $100 million ($65 mil¬ 
lion of which will be supported 
by athletics revenue). 

• University of Louisville - 
Student Activities Center renova¬ 
tion, $9.6 million. 

• Western Kentucky Univer¬ 
sity - Honors College and Inter¬ 
national Center construction, 
$22 million.

Optometrists offer advice to people with vision problems 


With Low Vision Awareness 
Month in February, the Kentucky 
Optometric Association is urging 
people with vision problems to 
have them checked. 

“Low vision is not a normal 
part of getting older,” said Dr. 
John Musick, an optometrist in 
Nicholasville, Ky., who specializes 
in low vision and is one of only 
50 diplomates in Low Vision in 
the Low Vision Section of the 
American Academy of Optome¬ 
try. “Rather, most people develop 
low vision as a result of certain 
eye diseases, such as macular 
degeneration, cataracts, glaucoma 
and diabetes. It’s important to 
have an annual dilated eye exam 
to determine the cause of low 
vision, so any illness can be diag¬ 
nosed and treated in a timely 
manner. We also can provide help 
for people to cope with low 
vision.” 

According to the National 
Institutes of Health, 3.5 million 
to 5 million people have visual 
impairments. When more broad¬ 
ly defined as visual problems that 
hamper everyday activities, other 
recent estimates indicate that 
almost 14 million Americans suf¬ 
fer from visual impairment. 

Older adults represent the 
majority of the visually impaired 


population. Visual impairment is 
included among the 10 most 
prevalent causes of disability in 
the United States, according to 
the National Institutes of Health. 
Even with glasses, contact lenses 
or surgery, some people’s vision 
can’t be corrected enough to allow 
them to carry out everyday tasks 
like reading, watching TV and 
driving. Doctors of optometry 
can examine and determine what 
options exist for each individual 
patient for the tasks that they 
need to be able to accomplish but 
no longer can due to impaired 
vision, including: 

• Special bifocal prescription 
lenses and reading only lenses 
that are many times more power¬ 
ful than over-the-counter readers; 

• High-power, illuminated 
hand-held and stand magnifiers 
also are much stronger than ordi¬ 
nary, store-bought magnifiers; 

• Hand-held and spectacle- 
mounted telescopic lenses that 
may allow people to read build¬ 
ing signs and menus behind res¬ 
taurant counters. In some 
instances and with special train¬ 
ing and testing, they can even be 
used to help certain low vision 
patients be able to legally drive 
again. Musick helped the first 
resident of Kentucky attain her 
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bioptic driver’s license in Ken¬ 
tucky more than 12 years ago; 

• Desktop and portable 
closed-circuit TVs that magnify 
electronically and allow some 
people to be able to read their 
mail and school books; 

• Software enlargement sys¬ 
tems to magnify email and web 
pages up to 20 times larger than 
normal; 

• High technology devices to 
scan print and read it back out 
loud to blind patients. 

In addition, orientation and 
mobility training can allow a per¬ 
son with low vision to get around 
safely in unfamiliar environ¬ 
ments. 

Another resource for people 
with low vision and complete 
blindness is the Kentucky Office 
for the Blind, a state agency that 
offers vocational and rehabilita¬ 
tion services and training free of 
charge to most residents. Its spe¬ 
cialists make home visits, assess 
the vision needs of clients and 
help them with cooking and per¬ 
sonal care needs, such as marking 
stove and thermometer dials. Its 
statewide toll free number is:

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was now down to 4:01 (four 
hours, one minute). In 2010, 
Rebecca incurred a physical set¬ 
back caused by the increased 
training and had to take some 
significant time off to let her 
body recover. In 2011, she basi¬ 
cally had to start all over and in 
the fall ran the Columbus Mara¬ 
thon in 4:36 (four hours, 36 
minutes). Despite this setback 
Rebecca still had the dream to 
run the Boston Marathon inside 
her. Many people told her it was 
not possible, it wasn’t worth it, 
and it probably wouldn’t ever 
happen. Rebecca ignored the crit¬ 
ics and began her comeback. 

In 2012 she set personal best 
times at every distance that she 
raced in. In June she ran her fast¬ 
est half marathon (13.1 miles) at 
the hometown Daniel Boone race 
which is known as one of the 
toughest half marathon courses 
anywhere! In July, she set a per¬ 
sonal best at the Lexington Blue- 


grass 10k (6.2 miles) and ran her 
fastest 5k (3.1 miles) at the Jingle 
Bell run in December. 

In October of 2012, Rebecca 
ran the Steamtown Marathon in 
Scranton, Pennsylvania in a time 
of 3:49:42 just four minutes and 
42 seconds shy of her needed 
time for Boston. She followed 
that up at the Indy Marathon just 
three weeks later with a time of 
3:49:36 — still close but not fast 
enough. Many wondered if it was 
time for Rebecca to give up on 
this dream, but she decided to try 
again. 

On Saturday, February 16, 
Rebecca ran the Myrtle Beach 
Marathon in South Carolina in a 
time of 3:43:51 - one minute and 
nine seconds faster than the time 
needed to qualify for the Boston 
Marathon. 

"I have had the privilege to 
watch this journey and to be 
there when she crossed the finish 
line," said Traci Collins, a close 
friend of Rebecca's. "Her deter¬ 


mination and perseverance has 
been very inspiring. 

"Watching someone fulfill 
their dream makes you think 
about your own goals and what 
you dream about. It makes you 
realize that dreams are what 
makes this one life we are given 
such a beautiful and thrilling 
ride. It is a roller coaster ride - 
there will be ups and downs, 
twists and turns, screams and 
laughter but in the end it is what 
you make of it. It’s your ride and 
you only get to do it once, so 
what is your dream?" 

When Rebecca was asked 
what she would tell someone who 
is pursuing a dream, she replied, 
“Believe in it, ignore the critics 
and don't ever up!" 

Rebecca is an excellent exam¬ 
ple of a "country strong" girl who 
never gives up. She is proud of 
where she comes from and to be 
representing Falmouth, Kentucky 
in the 118th Boston Marathon 
next year.

The Time is Ripe 

Recently, Imam Plemon El- 
Amin, the distinguished Muslim 
leader and scholar, provided the 
devotional at our annual gathering 
of Presbyterian Seminary presidents 
and board chairs in Atlanta. Imam 
El-Amin read a passage from the 
Qu'ran: "The worst food is that 
which is taken from the poor." 

I am sure that all of us in the 
room that day felt the resonance 
between the sacred text of Islam and 
our own Bible, from the thundering 
call of the Old Testament prophets 
to our Lord Jesus' Sermon on the 
Mount to the book of James. I was 
also reminded, however, of another 
witness to justice that day, and how 
this passage from the Qu'ran shares 
his gift for coining a memorable 
phrase. I am thinking, of course, of 


Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 

Almost immediately upon 
returning from the meeting in 
Atlanta, I turned to James Washing¬ 
ton's collection of Dr. King's writ¬ 
ings, and sought out in that collec¬ 
tion a sermon Dr. King preached at 
the National Cathedral in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. on March 31, 1968. 

What Dr. King sees in this ser¬ 
mon is the intimate relationship 
between the plight of the poor and 
the bounty of everyone else, a rela¬ 
tionship that may leave a bad taste 
in our mouths. His text at the 
National Cathedral was the story of 
Lazarus and Dives. 

You, no doubt, remember this 
story well. Dives was a rich man 
and Lazarus was poor and sick. 
Every day, Lazarus would struggle 
to the gates of Dives' palatial home, 


and there he would beg, hoping 
that Dives would see him and take 
pity on him and share with him the 
crumbs that fell from Dives' ban¬ 
quet table. Dives, however, never 
took notice of Lazarus in life, and 
never shared his bounty with Laza¬ 
rus. In time, so the parable goes, 
both Dives and Lazarus died. Laza¬ 
rus was gathered into the bosom of 
Abraham in heaven while Dives 
went in the other direction. Between 
the two men, the Bible says, was a 
"fixed gulf." 

Dr. King takes up this story 
with all the skill and power of a bril¬ 
liant preacher and biblical scholar. 
He comments on the parable: 
"There is nothing in that parable 
that said Dives went to hell because 
he was rich. Jesus never made a 
universal indictment against 
wealth... Dives didn't go to hell 
because he was rich. Dives didn't 
realize that his wealth was his 
opportunity. It was his opportunity 
to bridge the gulf that separated 
him from his brother, Lazarus. 
Dives went to hell because he passed 
by Lazarus every day and he never 
really saw him. He went to hell 
because he allowed his brother to 
become invisible." 

Dr. King takes justice personal¬ 
ly, but he sees the causes of injustice 
as something beyond the personal, 
as something systemic and social.

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Preventing and ending bullying 

In an ideal world, everyone 
would treat others the way they 
would want to be treated. Unfor¬ 
tunately, we don’t live in an ideal 
world, and bullies exist. 

Bullying affects nearly 30 per¬ 
cent of young people in the Unit¬ 
ed States, including those who are 
bullies and victims. It occurs most 
frequently between sixth and 
eighth grades. Bullying can be 
verbal, physical or mental. Boys 
tend to bully boys, and girls usu¬ 
ally target other girls. Boys and 
girls report instances of verbal 
bullying in which someone has 
made fun of their appearance or 
the way they talk. Boys tend to be 
the recipients of more physical 
forms bullying, such as hitting, 
kicking or pushing. Girl bullies 
tend to attack their victims in a 
more psychological way, such as 
asking others not to associate 
with victims or spreading gossip. 
They are also more likely than 
boys to be the targets of sexual 
comments. 

Those who are victims tend to 
feel lonely, depressed, embar¬ 
rassed or have low self-esteem. In 
the most serious cases, students 
have committed suicide or taken 
the lives of their fellow classmates. 
4-H realizes that bullying is a 
huge issue in our schools and 
communities and is actively 
working with young people to 
promote acceptance and stop bul- 
lying.

Giving Children Allowances 
Teaches Responsible Financial 
Management 

Giving your children an 
allowance teaches them to be 
responsible financial managers by 
learning to wisely save and spend 
money. 


Some parents may want chil¬ 
dren to do some tasks or chores 
around the house to “earn” the 
allowance; other parents prefer to 
simply give an allowance. This is 
a personal decision. 

Set a base amount for each 
child when you establish the 
allowance system. Once you 
establish a specific amount, stick 
to it. 

If a child wants more money, 
create a list of household tasks the 
child can perform to earn addi¬ 
tional money. Give a complete 
description of the work to be 
done to avoid confusion about 
when the task is finished. For 
each item on this list, set an 
amount of compensation. 

For children up to age eight, 
have a list of small tasks that little 
hands can do to earn money. 
Even very young children can 
help with household chores. You 
might want to provide one piggy 
bank labeled for “saving” and the 
other designated “spending.” 

Encourage older children to 
start making buying and saving 
decisions on their own such as 
comparison shopping. Develop¬ 
ing a spending plan also is a good 
idea because they learn to manage 
money for school lunches and 
supplies, clothes, entertainment 
and other expenses. 

If a child doesn’t following the 


spending plan, don’t bail the 
youngster out. Staying with a 
spending plan teaches a child to 
become a responsible money 
manager. 

Your children will form good 
work habits and job skills by 
keeping their own records such as 
the dates jobs are assigned and 
completed. This recordkeeping 
also helps them keep track of 
progress toward reaching a sav¬ 
ings goal. 

Having an allowance keeps 
children from having to ask you 
for money. 

Children should be responsi¬ 
ble for some tasks such as helping 
clear the table or putting their 
belongings up because they’re a 
member of a family unit, not 
solely for compensation. 

You also can help your chil¬ 
dren make a contribution to their 
community by making it a family 
activity to donate funds or time 
to a worthy cause.

Maintaining conventional 
septic systems 

Septic systems are used in 
Kentucky where municipal sew¬ 
age treatment is not available. 
They are an effective, long-stand¬ 
ing method of collecting, treating 
and disposing of homeowner 
wastewater, provided they are 
properly sited and installed. How¬ 
ever, a well-sited, properly sized 
and installed system will fail if not 
properly maintained. A failed sep¬ 
tic system creates problems such 
as noxious odors, lower property 
values, surface water contamina¬ 
tion and groundwater pollution 
and may be a health hazard. 
Repair and replacement costs are 
considerable. 

You can find additional infor¬ 
mation on assessing septic system 
performance and reducing the 
potential risk of groundwater 
contamination from a KY-A-Syst 
publication: Household Wastewa¬ 
ter Treatment (IP-44). You can 
use this self-evaluation to deter¬ 
mine performance and for keep¬ 
ing the system maintained. 

You can assemble several com¬ 
ponents to create an effective sep¬ 
tic system. But the most common 
system Kentucky homeowners 
use is called a conventional sys¬ 
tem and consists of a septic tank 
and drainfield. The septic tank is 
a reinforced, watertight, concrete 
box buried in the ground near the 
house to provide primary treat¬ 
ment of the wastewater. 

Sound operation and mainte¬ 
nance practices include water 
conservation, keeping harmful 
substances out of the system and

FSA sign-up for conservation program 


Kentucky Farm Service Agen¬ 
cy (FSA) State Executive Director 
John W. McCauley announced 
today that Kentucky FSA will 
conduct a four-week Conserva¬ 
tion Reserve Program (CRP) gen¬ 
eral sign-up beginning May 20 
and ending on June 14. 

"It continues to be our goal to 
ensure that we use CRP to address 
our most critical resource issues" 
said McCauley. “In 2012, many 
counties in Kentucky experienced 
extreme drought. CRP protected 
environmentally sensitive lands 
from washing or blowing away. It 
gave ranchers extra grazing land 
when they needed it. I expect 
there will be strong competition 
to enroll or re-enroll acres into 
CRP, so I urge Kentucky's pro¬ 
ducers to maximize their environ¬ 
mental benefits and make sure 
their offers are cost-effective.” 

In addition to erosion control, 
CRP provides significant water 
quality benefits including reduced 
nutrients and sediment loadings 
and adverse consequences associ¬ 
ated with floods as well as 
expanded and enhanced wildlife 
habitat. 

Currently, about 27 million 
acres are enrolled in CRP nation¬ 
wide, 302,782.7 acres in Ken¬ 


tucky. CRP is a voluntary pro¬ 
gram available to agricultural 
producers to help them safeguard 
environmentally sensitive land. 
Producers enrolled in CRP plant 
long-term, resource-conserving 
covers to improve the quality of 
water, control soil erosion and 
enhance wildlife habitat. Con¬ 
tracts on an estimated 3.3 million 
acres of CRP are set to expire on 
Sept. 30, 2013, 34,767 of those 
acres in Kentucky. Producers with 
expiring contracts or producers 
with environmentally sensitive 
land are encouraged to evaluate 
their options under CRP. 

Producers that are accepted in 
the sign-up can receive cost-share 
assistance for planting covers and 
receive an annual rental payment 
for the length of the contract (10- 
15 years). Producers also are 
encouraged to look into CRP’s 
other enrollment opportunities 
offered on a continuous, non¬ 
competitive, sign-up basis. Con¬ 
tinuous sign-ups often provide 
additional financial assistance. 
Those sign-up dates will be 
announced later.

having your system inspected and 
pumped on a regular basis. Good 
operation and maintenance prac¬ 
tices start with everyone in the 
household knowing what damag¬ 
es the septic system. Having a 
diagram of the complete system 
indicating distances and locations 
of the tank and drainfield helps 
avoid practices that can harm the 
drainfield and assists in regular 
maintenance activities. 

Pumping the septic tank regu¬ 
larly is probably the single most 
important thing you can do to 
protect the system. You should 
remove the solids that settle out in 
the tank every three to six years 
depending on water usage and the 
amount of inorganic materials 
entering the system. A guide to 
follow with a 1,000-gallon tank is 
to pump every three years for a 
household of four or more people 
and pump every six years for one 
with two people (increase times 
by one-half for 1,500-gallon 
tanks). 

You also can determine when 
you need to pump by opening the 
top of the tank and making some 
measurements and observations. 
Never inspect a tank alone, and 
never go down into a tank. Toxic 
gases are produced by the natural 
treatment processes in the tank 
and can kill quickly. Pump the 
tank when the sludge layer at the 
bottom of the tank is 18 inches 
deep or the scum layer thickens to 
within three inches of the outlet 
baffle or sanitary tee outlet. 

Solids should be removed by a 
certified tank pumper and dis¬ 
posed of in an approved manner 
and location. Be sure that the 
pumper removes all of the mate¬ 
rial in the tank. It is not necessary 
to leave some sludge to “restart” 
the biological processes; nor is it 
necessary to scrub or disinfect the 
tank. 

When not removed in a timely 
manner, overflowing solids from 
the tank accumulate in the drain- 
field clogging the soil and backing 
up the system. This damages the 
drainfield and may require con¬ 
structing a new drainfield in a 
different location on the property. 
The drainfield is the most impor¬ 
tant component of a conventional 
septic system. It provides final 
treatment of wastewater. The 
used in the house¬ 


hold, the greater the possibility of 
having problems with the drain- 
field. Careful and regular mainte¬ 
nance of the tank extends drain- 
field life. 

Water conservation reduces 
the amount of wastewater deliv¬ 
ered to the drainfield. Keeping 
faucets and toilets from leaking 
with periodic checks and repairs 
certainly reduces wastewater. Do 
not allow foundation drains, roof 
gutters and other surface waters to 
enter the septic system. 

Be aware of products or house¬ 
hold systems that can damage or 
reduce the effectiveness of the 
septic system. Reducing garbage 
disposal use reduces the amount 
of solids going to the septic tank. 
Households with garbage disposal 
units produce about double the 
solids as those without such units. 

The scum layer on top of the 
wastewater in the septic tank is 
primarily made up of oils, fats and 
grease from the kitchen. When 
homeowners use hot water to 
flush grease or fat down the drain, 
it may pass through the tank 
directly into the drainfield lines 
where it can rapidly clog soil 
pores. 

Placing even small quantities 
of pesticides, paint thinners, sol¬ 
vents, drain cleaners, poisons and 
other harsh household chemicals 
into the septic system can kill the 
microbes in the tank and drain- 
field that decompose solids and 
purify the wastewater. Unfortu¬ 
nately, some organic solutions are 
not treated in the septic tank and 
can flow directly into the drain- 
field where they are not effectively 
treated by the soil before reaching 
the groundwater. 

You need a generic groundwa¬ 
ter protection plan for all septic 
systems in Kentucky, which you 
may find at your local county 
extension office, local libraries 
and most local health depart¬ 
ments. Questions related to these 
plans should be addressed to the 
Kentucky Division of Water.
